MAKIXC POPCORN' POP. 


Over-dry Popcorn Restored to Good 


Condition by Simple Process. 


Geneva. Dec. 15.—The successful 


popping of popcorn is largely a mat- 
ter of having the proper amount of 
moisture present in the popcorn ker- 
nel, says the botanist at the Experi- 
ment Station nere who has devised 
simple methods for restoring the 
"pop'' to popcorn. Over-dry popcorn 
pops as poorly as wet popcorn, it is 
said, and the first thing the station 
specialist attempted was to devise 


tion by Christmas," says this author- 
ity. "The safest way is to store the 
popcorn in an open shed where the 
outside air may have free access to 
it, but where the corn will be pro- 
tected from rain and snow. 
Lack- 


ing a shed, small amounts of shelled 
popcorn may be 
kept in excellent 


condition In sealed fruit jars. Pop- 
corn kept in a living room or near 
a stove •will soon become too dry for 
good popping. 


"In most cases popcorn fails to 


pop well from being too dry rather 
than from excessive moisture, and 


the station experiments a remedy 


waj-i and mean* of preventing pop- i°r this c°°dHion was worked out. 
corn from becoming too dry and of 
bringing it back into good condition 
again if it should dry out too much. 


A few simple directions for hand- 


ling popcorn which will insure good 
results are set forth in a station 
bulletin which is no.w available for 
free distribution. 


Handling Popcorn. 


"When popcorn is first harvested, 


it is much too wet to pop well, bnt 
with » little care as to storage It can 


For popcorn to pop at its best It 
should contain 13 or 14 per cent 
moisture, but corn stored in a dry 
room will drop as low as S per cent 
during the winter months. 
When 


corn fails to pop as well as it should 
the 
following. procedure will be 


found quite helpful. 


"Two pounds of the dry popcorn 


are put In a two-quart fruit jar and 
from two to five tablespoonfuls of 
water added, depending 
on 
how 


much the corn has dried 
out as 


popcorn wilKnot give over a tnird 
of the normal yield of popped corn 
usually secured 
from .a particular 


lot and should receive the maximum 
amount of water. After adding the 
water, the lid is placed on .the jar, 
using a rubber, and fastened down 
tight. The corn is then thoroughly- 
shaken and allowed to stand for a"; 
least two days. 
This method has 


been found very satisfactory even 
with excessively dry popcorn."
